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Irish Truce 
Gets Off To 
Uneasy Start 


BELFAST. Northern Ireland 
(A P) — A cease-fire in North­ 
ern Ireland’s guerrilla w ar got 
'd f to an uneasy start, 'today 
after 
the 
Irish 
Republican 
Army’s Provisional wing staged 
a bloody show of strength up to 
the hour of the tracé and some 
diehards 
sniped 
at 
British 
traps more than an hour after 
the deadline. 
But the' 
British 
Army 
be­ 
lieved that IRA “ peace squads” 
were cracking down on their 
renegades to enforce the cease­ 
fire. In some areas, the IRA 
m ay have even shot it out with 
the diehards, the British Army 
said. 
The Army reported several 
attacks on troops after the start 
of the cease-fire at midnight 
Monday and said soldiers in 
Belfast hit a gunman in an ex­ 
change about 1 a.m. But no 
troops were involved in 'Other 
post-midnight shooting 
around 
the capital, causing authorities 
to suspect that IRA 
squads 
were disciplining their own. 
A cautious but unmistakable 
change in mood was evident as 
the. truce began. 
Catholics 
handed 
out 
beer 
and cigarettes to British troops 
in one Belfast street, the first 
such friendliness the soldiers 
had 
experienced 
in 
many 
months. 
British military police found 
a new 
submachine .gun 'dis­ 
carded in a garbage bin near a 
known guerrilla hideout. 
In Londonderry, where ter­ 
rorists and the arm y had been 
exchanging fire almost daily, 
IRA 
men 
were 
assigned 
to 
guard soldiers from renegade 
gunman. 
Leaders of the IRA Provision­ 
al! said Monday night the last- 
minute ram page of shooting, 
bombing and hank robbery was 
staged to emphasize to the Brit­ 
ish that they called the cease­ 
fire from a 'position of strength. 
At least nine persons were 
killed during the four-day offen­ 
sive. They included a British 
sergeant shot two minutes be­ 
fore midnight in an ambush in 
E ast Belfast, another soldier 
cut 'down by submachine-gun 
fire in Londonderry and a po­ 
licem an killed in Newry. 
A man wounded earlier died 
during the night, bringing to 
387 the number killed in North­ 
ern Ireland’s three years of civ­ 
il strife. 
'T hen were 'bomb blasts at 
hotels, customs posts, bars and 
stores in all six counties of 
Northern Ireland. In Belfast, 10 
bombs exploded in the last hour 
before the cease-fire. One 200- 
pounder planted in a stolen car 
dam aged 50 downtown houses. 
Shortly after the truce went 
into effect, British troops pulled 
back from the street battle­ 
grounds to take up a low profile 
so 
the 
guerrillas 
could 
not 
claim they were provoked into 
shooting.

Miller, 22, uncovered, a Spitfire 
sub-machine gun. as he worked, 
in his cornfield. It’s the gun the 
hijacker is believed to have 
used when he commandeered 
the American Airlines Boeing 
727 Friday night en route to 
Tulsa, Okla. 
Jam es Martin, FBI agent-io- 
cbarge in Indiana, said a line 
between those two points coin­ 
cided with the plane’s course 
after the skyjacker ordered it 
from St. Louis to Toronto. 
Northeast of that line is a riv­ 
er bottom which the FBI says 
it. already has searched and 
Fiances Slocum State Forest 
north of the Mississinewa Res­ 
ervoir. 
Three days of searching by 
200 men on foot and horseback 
and in cars and planes have 
failed to turn up any other 
clues. One possibility was the 
skyjacker had fallen into the 
12,000 acre reservoir, but offi­ 
cials said that theory would 
seem to have been discounted 
by discovery of the gun and 
money. 
The money was taken to FBI 
headquarters 
in 
Indianapolis, 
where a count revealed it con­ 
tained exactly $500,000. The oth­ 
er $2.000 was believed to be on 
the skyjacker’s person, Marlin 
said. 
Elliott said he was checking 
to see how his son-in-law, John 
W. Vettel, 26, was coming with 
his hoeing when he saw the 
mail bag in an open field about 
250-300 feet from a county road!

CINCINNATI (AP) - A m a­ 
rina containing about 100 pleas­ 
ure boats broke apart in the 
swolen. Ohio River early,today, 
sending the: boats crashing into 
bridges and docks. 
Police said about a dozen 
boats 
sank.

Guard said about 75 of the 
boats were recovered, tied down 
or located by dawn. 


Six tugs volunteered by pri­ 
vate companies were rounding 
up the 
boats, 
which 
ranged 
from luxury cabin cruisers to 
small runabouts, Browmen said 
damages might run “ as much 
as $1 million or more before 
this is over.” 
No injuries were reported, al­ 
though a newsman at the scene 
reported he saw people on at 
least one of the small boats.

Boats struck bridges linking 
Ohio and Kentucky, and ram ­ 
med into other craft moored 
along the banks. Police said 
several sank near the city's 
Riverfront Stadium. Browman 
said at least 40 boats not dock­ 
ed at the m arina were dam ­ 
aged. 
He advised boat owners to 
“ hire 
helicopters” 
today 
to 
search for their craft. 
Bitzer denied early rumors 
that gasoline had been stored »n 
the marina. He said there was 
no gasoline stored in any of the 
boats. 
A1 Gaston, owner of a 28-foot 
pleasure boat that had been 
moored at the marina, said, “ I 
just don’t even know where to 
look for* it.” 
Grasping a reporter’s binocu­ 
lars, Gaston, of Cincinnati, sur­ 
veyed 
the 
marina 
area. 
“ There’s 
absolutely 
nothing 
there,” he said. 
“ 1 know one thing,” Gaston 
said. “ I’m going to make a 
quick 
call 
to 
my 
insurance 
company.” 
Other boat owners said they’d 
had no word as to the condition 
of their craft. 
Dan Bowling, employe of a 
gas station about 400 feet from 
the marina, said the sound of 
the dock breaking away could 
be heard over busy traffic on a 
nearby highway.

Walter J. Matthews, president 
of Public Service Indiana, said 
that with the addition of the sec­ 
ond unit at Cayuga and the com­ 
pletion of a new peaking station 
at Connersville, the company’s 
generating capacity appears am­ 
ple to meet the demand for 
electricity this summer.

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WHERE YOUR MONEY GOES 
Our federal bureaucracy seems to have 
a built-in propensity to keep as much in­ 
formation as possible from the general 
public. 
Information, 
that 
is, 
which 
might conceivably bring criticism of 
some kind or other upon the manner in 
which agencies, bureaus, departments or 
divisions are constituted and operated. 
This brings to mind comments made 
the other day by Rep. William S. Moor­ 
head (D-Pa.), who said that four major 
government agencies spend twice as 
much money to keep things secret as 
they do to inform the public about their 
work. 
In remarks prepared for the House of 
Representatives. Moorhead said the De­ 
partments of Defense and State, the 
Atomic Energy Commission and the Na­ 
tional Aeronautics and Space Adminis­ 
tration spend $126.3 million annually on 
security classification, according to a 
General Accounting Office (GAO) sur­ 
vey. 
That figure compares with a little 
more than $64 million which the Office 
of Management and Budget lists those 
same four agencies as. having spent on 
public information programs. 
“Our supposedly democratic form of 
government is spending twice as much of 
the taxpayers’ money to hide informa­ 
tion as it spends to inform the Ameri­ 
can public,” said Moorhead, who is chair­ 
man of the government information sub­ 
committee. 
Moreover. Moorhead said, the $126.3 
million spent by the four agencies “is 
only a part of the total cost of hiding in­ 
formation from the public. The GAO ad­ 
mitted that even their experts could not 
get all of the data necessary to arrive at 
the total cost of the security classifica­ 
tion.” 
Now it must be recognized that some 
spending for national security purposes 
is necessary. But many disclosures of 
waste in government have made 
very 
clear that much of what is spent in this 
respect is wholly unnecessary and serves 
only to keep from the public information 
which the oublic should and must have 
if the country is to remain free and 
strong.

DISARMAMENT NOT ACCEPTABLE 


Life magazine recently invited its readers to 
express their own opinions on the subject of 
crime. Forty-three thousand readers have re­ 
sponded to its brief questionnaire—often writing 
letters as well. The results of the Life inquiry 
painted a grim picture of a nation beseiged by 
criminals. 
Seventy-eight per cent of those who responded 
sometimes feel unsafe in their own homes. 
Eighty per cent in big cities are afraid on the 
streets at night. The inquiry also showed that 43 
sr cent of families were crime victims last year, 
irty per cent keep a gun for self defense. 
Beleaguered citizens’ views on gun control 
laws should be a revelation to the politicians who 
have crusaded to disarm the law-abiding. Life 
reports that gun control laws found no sympathy 
among letter-writing respondents to its question­ 
naire. dne writer, a lady from Salt Lake City, 
comments, “Every criminal is a potential killer 
and a target for a populace legitimately armed.” 
In older times, the six-gun was the only means 
of evening the 
odds between two-legged pre­ 
dators and the peace loving. Judging by the Life 
survey, a great many law-abiding citizens today 
rely upon the authority of the “equalizer” for 
their immediate protection, and they do not look 
kindly upon those who would deprive them of 
that protection. 
Law enforcement officials are aware of this 
growing tendency for people to have firearms in 
their homes for self-protection, They are aware, 
also, of the reason. 
Lawmen point out that presence of firearms 
in homes have contributed to accidental injury 
and death in many instances. They also point 
out that people who do not understand the law 
In regard to use of firearms for self protection 
could get into serious trouble. 
Law enforcement people generally, however, 
do not favor the proposed legislation which 
would prohibit ownership of and ban the sale of 
firearms. They deplore the presence in this 
country of the criminal element which causes 
people to need defensive weapons. 
we believe less protection for the criminal and 
more concern for the law abiding would be a 
much greater service and give much more com­ 
fort to the citizen of this country, than to take 
his gun away.

Court Delays 
Abortion Rule 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Supreme Court today put off 
for another year a judgment on 
the anti-abortion laws of Texas 
and Georgia. 
Evidently closely divided, the 
justices announced they would 
hear argument again next term 
on the question of whether it is 
unconstitutional for government 
to interfere with women’s con­ 
trol over their own bodies. 
At stake are the laws in these 
and other states that restrict 
physicians in performing thera­ 
peutic abortions. 
The court also has on its 
docket cases testing abortion

in 
Maryland, 
Illinois, 
North Carolina, Louisiana, New

State Court Rules Husband Can 


Keep Wife Off Charge Accounts 


INDIANAPOLIS 
(AP)-The 
Indiana Court of Appeals has 
ruled that a wife may not use 
her husband's charge accounts 
if he has restricted them to his 
own use and has not specific­ 
ally authorized her to use them. 
The ruling, on an appeal by 
William C. Berterniann of In­ 
dianapolis, overturned a Mar­ 
ion County Superior Court rul­ 
ing. 
Graham's of Glendale, Inc. 
had sued Bertermann for pur­ 
chases made by his second wife 
in December 1965, a month 
after they had separated. 
The company said they as­ 
sumed 
Berterman’s 
instruc­ 
tions in May 1964 to restrict his 
charge account there so that 
only he could use it applied 
only to his former wife. 
On May 11, 1965, Bertermann 


remarried, and then made sev­ 
eral purchases at Graham’s, 
accompanied by his new wife, 
Mrs. Rayma Bertermann. 


After their 
separation, 
the 
second wife purchased furni­ 
ture from the store for a price 
of $1,654.44. 
Bertermann 
re­ 
fused. to pay the bill. 


The 
appeals 
court 
unani­ 
mously ruled there was no evi­ 
dence that Mrs. Bertermann 
had ever purchased anything 
from Graham’s on her own be­ 
fore the separation." 


The court said if she had 
made prior purchases, and if 
her husband had paid for them, 
this would have shown that 
Bertermann gave authorization 
for his wife to use the account. 


INDIANAPOLIS <UPI)—More 
than half of Indiana’s school 
districts — 169 — are confronted 
with a lower ceiling on the 
amount of property tax revenue 
they can raise next year, as 
compared to this year. 
Another 79 school districts 
were surprised with an increase 
in maximum property tax rate 
they can levy for school opera­ 
tions, and 60 have exactly the 
same maximum property tax 
rate as now. One school dis­ 
trict formed by a merger has 
a ceiling that is higher than 
one of its former corporations 
and lower than the other. 
The 1973 school ratio assess­ 
ment factors mailed cut this 
week by the State Tax Board to 
309 school districts translate in­ 
to a tighter squeeze between 
available revenue and expenses 
for more schools than ever be­ 
fore a n d brought renewed push 
for changes. 
For an increasing number of 
school boards, the new assess­ 
ment factor means they must 
cut the budget they had plan­ 
ned for 1972 - 73. In many cas­ 
es the boards already have sign- 
ed teacher contracts for next 
year and have little place to do 
any cutting since salaries con­ 
stitute their main expense. 
Interviews with Wayne W. 
Pruett, director of property val­ 
uation, State Board of Tax Com­ 
missioners; Carlyn E. Johnson, 
assistant superintendent for fi­ 
nance under State School Supt. 
John Loughlin, and Dr. Harold 
Negley, Kokomo, the GOP no­ 
minee who opposes Loughlin tor 
re-election, and data from the 
Indiana State Teachers Associa­ 
tion research department threw 
some light on a puzzling area. 
Pruett explained that the first 
in-depth study throughout the 
state on property assessments 
resulted in a finding that the 
statewide average is 30.98 in­ 
stead of 31.58. This means that 
the state is further away from 
the 33 and one third of true 
cash value required by law for 
property tax 
assessed value 
than had been believed before. 
‘A state law sets $4.95 per 
$100 of taxable property as the 
maximum rate that may be 
levied in Indiana for school 
costs. This legal ceiling is ad­ 
justed according to how near, 
or how far, the school district 
is from 'the statewide average. 
About the only other source 
of revenue for schools is state 
aid and some federal aid and 
since these sources are limited, 
the boards are caught in squeeze 
if they are already levying the 
maximum property tax rate and 


that ceiling is lowered. Pruett 
said the tax board staff over a 
two-year period conducted a 
scientific sampling of assess­ 
ments on 13,902 parcels of pro­ 
perty to get the new statewide 
average. 
For 
example, 
Indianapolis, 
whose assessment ratio for 1972 
was 32.71 giving it a ceiling of 
$4.77 per $100 of taxable proper­ 
ty; was found, to have a 30.70 
assessment ratio for 1973, bring­ 
ing its maximum property tax 
rate for school purposes to $4.95. 
But Decatur Twp. Schools, al­ 
so in Marion County, dropped 
from a $4.95 maximum rate to 
$4.78, which poses a problem for 
this school system since it had 
prepared to spend to the $4.95 
limit. 
Northwest 
Allen 
County 
schools, whose ceiling dropped 
from $4.95 to $4.77, faces a need 
to cut its rate by 23 cents. Ross 
Twp schools in Lake County 
dropped from $5.71 to $5.60 and 
must find ways to cut 34 cents 
from its 1973 budget if no other 
revenues appear. 
Mrs. Johnson said that while 
a lower maximum rate will 
mean a small increase in state 
aid, it is nowhere close to the 
loss. 
“The statewide moving aver­ 
age is bad and some change 
must be made. If nothing else, 
the factors must be known much 
sooner before a school starts 
contract negotiations. Possibly 
the factor of a prior year should 
be used.” 
Mrs. Johnson said if the state 
could 
increase its share of 
School costs to one-half, this 
would eliminate the sudden re­ 
ductions in expected revenue. 
However, she said this would 
mean possibly an additional $90 
million a year in state revenue*. 
She said that Loughlin and his 
staff are working on some re­ 
commendations but do not have 
them ready yet. 
Negley said he will appoint an 
advisory committee on school 
finances and be guided by its 
recommendations. However, he 
said “as far as I am concern­ 
ed, I see no reason why the 
wealth of a community should 
have anything to do with ¿he 
education of children. As far as 
I am concerned, it should be on 
a per-child basis, but it may be 
my committee will not tind this 
is feasible.”
